The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither anticipates nor fairly and reasonably teaches a 
method, inter alia, comprising: inputting vehicle information about said vehicle into said 
system server; said system server determining an adjusted floor price for said vehicle 
based upon said vehicle information. 

The most remarkable prior art of record is Boyden (U.S. Patent Application 
Number No. 2003/0036964 A1 ). 

Boyden discloses a method and system using a computer for presenting vehicles 
for sale at an electronic auction. In one embodiment, the method comprises providing 
validated data regarding a specific vehicle that is to be presented for sale at an 
electronic auction. The accuracy of the data can be validated by comparing initial data 
regarding the vehicle provided by the seller with corresponding reference data to 
produce validated data. The method can also include determining a first valuation for 
the vehicle by mapping the validated data to itemized valuation data. However the 
method and system of Boyden do not go as far as calculating a new adjusted floor 
price, but rather provides information to sellers and buyers in order to validate the 
accuracy of the seller's data. 

None of the prior art of record remedies the deficiencies found in Boyden. 
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Furthermore, neither the prior art, the nature of the problem, nor knowledge of a person 
having ordinary skill in the art, provide any reasonable rationale to combine prior art 
teachings. 
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RESPONSE TO AMENDMENT
